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NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE

The previous rejections in the office action dated February 23, 2009 are 
withdrawn. Claims 1-11 and 13-16 have been allowed. Claims 1,12 and 17-23 have 
been cancelled further in view of a telephone interview with Mr. Skinder on August 31 , 
2009.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Art of the record discussed: Golovchenko et al and Cole et al. 
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Golovchenko et al teaches a process for fabricating pores on a substrate and 
further teaches cavities or trenches or slots on the first and second surface. Coles et al 
teaches a plurality of V-shaped channels on the substrate surface. 

However, prior art of the record taken alone or in combination do not suggest or 
obviate forming at least one first V-shaped channel on the first surface and forming at 
least one second V-shaped channel on the second surface of a substrate, wherein the 
first channel and the second channel extend inwardly to define a pore at intersection 
point. Furthermore, none of the references of the record either teach or suggest use of 
polymers and crystals to define the size of the pore at the intersection point as recited in 
the instant claim 13. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
